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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings are required in this application because the drawings received on 
8/25/2003 are not professional and in accordance with the US Patent and Trademark Office 
standards. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 4,040,268 to Howard. Looking at FIG. 2 of Howard, one finds the system claimed by the 
applicant, namely a dual circuit evaporator coil, assembled in an A-frame fashion, where the 
circuits are intertwined and constructed in a diagonal manner to set up the active coil in touch 
with the incoming air along the whole surface when the other coil is not working (col 4, lines 24- 
33). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent 4,040,268 to Howard. Howard discloses applicant's basic inventive concept, a dual 
circuit evaporator coil, assembled in an A-frame fashion, where the circuits are intertwined and 
constructed in a diagonal manner to set up the active coil be in touch with the incoming air along 
the whole surface when the other coil was not working, substantially as claimed with the 
exception of stating the use of the heat exchanger in a heat pump mode. This trait is however, 
well known in the art, especially when discussing the topic of dual circuit heat exchangers. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the system of Howard, by using the evaporator as a heat pump in 
order to diversify the product.
